Steel 
iinist lie used, and "liloek'' only means i 
that an extra tliicU coating of tin lias j 
been given, 

'Itrass ' siair cariiet rods are gen¬ 
erally rods of iron eased with veiTf 
tliin tiilies of lirass. Miicti ''copper” 
work is not cotuier tint coaled iron. 
Tile part pure metals play In mami- 
fai tiirc is notliliig liy comiiarison with 
tlie alloys in tlieir many liiiiidreds of 
comliiiia I ions. 

Ibire iron, for inslance, is only a 
laboratoiy preparatioii. Cast iron, the 
most gcnrrally useful variety, contains 
ataiiit live pi'r cent of iiu)uiritie.s, and 
the eii'.'ioiis tiling is llial it owes its 
Bliecial value to the jiresn'iiee of these. 
Ibtre iron can lie shaved witli a 
pocket-knife; impure iron can be made 
almost as hard as stev'l. 

Steel is a true alloy, l•ontain^llg sev¬ 
eral foreign elements. Here, too. as 
in Iron, the special values of tlie dif 
ferciit steels depend on the nalnre and 
pi'oporlion of ilits<> elements. Stetd 
may In' liad as soft as the softest 
irons, or so liard llial rite liattle now 
lies between tlie liard projevtile and 
tlie ei|iially liard armor plate. 

'I'lie wear and lear of coinage is 
deh'iycd by llic admixture of baser 
metals witli lii" precious ones. In 
tlicir pure slate geld and silver woiilil 
lie Ion soft to stand the usage for 
wliicli coins arc intended. Manufac¬ 
turers of liiass and giin metal are able 
to effect very siiriuising results in al¬ 
loys. 'I'licy will produce lirigltt itnd 
useful siilistani cs witli most iiiiiiromis- 
liig materials gatliciasi from the old 
uictiil merchants. 

.Alloys, disguised metals, llierefore, 
are of infinitely more value than aliso- 
Iiilely pure metals are. I'liis lias lieen 
known ever since tile iireliistoric dtiys 
when men cast their celts or chisels 
III mixtiires of copper .and tin. the tin 
being file iiardcning element. By 
varying ;l’e (iroporiions of these two. 
widely diffi-rbig materials may he pro- 
diii'ed --Ilia lerials tliat, on the one 
hand, will fracture with a blow. or. 
on tile iiiticr. will stand any amount 
of liaiiuiiering.

Dutch Professor Submits New Views on 
Origin of Species. 

St. Louis.—(Jreat interest has been 
aroused in the International Congress 
of Arts and Sciences by the theory 
advanced by Professor Huge de Vries, 
professor of botany in the University 
of-Amsterdam, Holland, who, com 
bating in the open Darwin’s tlieory of 
the origin of species, advanced a the¬ 
ory of his own in diametrical opposi¬ 
tion to all ideas of former and present 
biologists. 

Professor Do Vries asserts that no 
two of the same species of animal, 
from the lowest stages to man, are 
alike in any imiiortant particular. 
Through lieredity he claims that th(> 
distinguishing feature or element of 
an individual is not transmitted to 
tlie otfs|)ring of that individual, 
which, in the theory of Darwin, rep 
resents the main priiici(de, and who 
claims that by heredity {lassing from 
generation to generation, the peculi 
arities of the primogenitor tinaUy re¬ 
sult in a new species. 

T’rofessor De Vries denies this, and 
otfered proof before the scientists 
that an entirely now species may be 
developed within one or two geiiera- 
lions. The deeply seientillc points 
advanced liy Professor De Vries have 
aroused the defenders of Darwinism 
and biologists to immediate interest, 
and iireeipitated general diseiission 
among ttie scientists in attendance 
upon the congress.

OUR VENOMOUS SNAKES. 

What to Do if Bitten by a Rattlesnake 
or Copperhead. 

There are only few varieties of ven¬ 
omous snakes in this country. The 
chief of them are the rattlesnake and 
the ('opperliead. In the South is to be 
found n variety of rattlesnake, the dia¬ 
mond-backed rattler, and a variotj' of 
copperhead that lives around ponds 
and rivers, called the water moccasin. 
I'afthcr West, on the other side of the 
.Mississippi River, tbero are several 
oilier varieties of rattlesnnke. 

The jiower of tlie venom of the 
rattlesnake is not nearly as great as 
is usually supposed. 

Dr. .S. Weir Miti-liell, who has made 
a life study of serpents, says that no 
more than two dogs in nine die after 
lining liitten liy rattlesniikes. 

The poison of the copperhead is loss 
virulent tlmii that of the rattlesnake, 
and the copperhead is liecoming one 
(if Hio scarcest of Amerleau serpents. 

Tile Nortliern variety of rattlesnake 
(crotalus—a rattle: horridus—horrid) 
grows to a length of from three to 
live fed. It varies from a yellowish 
brown to almost a dead tiliick above, 
with three rows of irregular darker 
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spots running together in zigzag 
hlotehes. The undei' parts are gray¬ 
ish-yellow. 

Of course, the specific feature of a 
rattlesnake is its rattle, wliich, as ev- 
eryisidy knows, is a series of bony 
rings at the end of its tail. 

It has lieeu generally snpposi'il that 
the nuniher of these indicates the 
niiinlier of years the rattlesnake has 
lived, hut this is a delusion. More 
than one rattle is occasionally produced 
in a .year, and the snake is apt to lose 
rattles by acldent. 

Tlie rattle of Hie snake sounds 
niiicli like Hie vilirating noise iiiade by 
some kinds of grasshoppers. If yon 
bear sticn a sound near you. it is just 
as well to pause and look sharply, if 1 
the noise ceases gradually when you | 
reiiiain motionless and starts up again 
'when you move, it is evident that it is 
not produced by an insect. 

' Fortunately, crotalus horridus is not 
jail active, aggressive fellow. If you 
give him the opportunity lie will move 
! out of your way. 

It Is a mistake, liowever. to fancy 
' that he must coll to strike. He pre¬ 
fers to strike from a ixiil. liecause it 
gives him a greater reacli. Imt he will 
launch himself in any direction, colled 
! or nncoiicd. i 

I At best he can only strike half the j 
! length of his Ixidy. it is easy to keep j 
' out of harm's way. He never pursues j 
' a foe, and. as his eyesight is poor and | 
his luovouiciits, exi'ept when he | 
strikes, rather slow and sliigglsli. lie' 
is not hard to kill. I 

I Even when he liites ho docs not al- | 

■ ways inject iwlson in Hie wound. He j 
j is m'ouoiuical of his venom, and does ^ 

' not waste any when he can help it. 

' It is always wise, whmi strolling ,

prised and alarmed, vibrate the tips | 
j of their tails rapidly, and if this is I

made is not unlike that made by a 
crotalus horridus shaking his rattles. 

The copperhead (trigono—triangu¬ 
lar; contortrlx—twister), the only oth¬ 
er venomous snake most people are 
likely to meet outside of museums or 
zoological collections of animals' in 
this country, is closely allied to the 
ra ttlesnake. 

It has a thick body, from two to 
three feet long; a short tall, without 
rattles, and is slow and cliitiisy in its 
movements; but, lurking as it does in | 
moist and shadowy places, and giving ; 
no warning of its iiroximily, it is more 
dreaded than the rattlesnake. Tlie I 
copperhead is a rather light, reddisli- ! 
brown above, with a series of trans-' 
verse darker liaiids which widen on | 
the sides into patches. j 

Its tail ends with a horny point, 
but It has no rattles. It is not seen j 
so often as the rattlesnake, and un¬ 
less one treads upon it it is not apt to i 
make an attack. 

All other snakes in this section of i 
the continent of .North America are | 
absolutely harmless. j 

The cure for snake bites in common 
practice is to fill the patient full of; 
whisky, wliich. in the opinion of the ! 
writer, is a great mistake, as the von-1 
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om and the whisky togetlier hav(> a 
much more violent action on the licart 
tliiin is safe, cspeciall.v to one who is 
subject to heart weakness. 

One of the best remedies for the 
bite of a venomous snake is common i 
cooking soda, which lias tlic advan¬ 
tage of being a donicstlc article al- 
wa.vs kept on liand. A cord is fasten¬ 
ed tightly above Hie wound to form 
a ligature. Tlie wounded spot is then 
cut as deeply as tlic fangs may have ■ 
entered, i.et tlic woiiiul lilced freely. I 
Suck it witli tlic inoutli. after wliicli . 
put soda in tin' cut, as well as on tin' , 
wound, changing tlic soda as often as j 
it turns black. Strange to say. rattle -1 
snake venom taken into the stomacli 
is quickly and safely assimilated t'y i 
ttie digestive organs. 

.As niucli as thirty drops liave lieen ; 
taken at once witlioul hariii to Hie 1 
experlnienter, wlio, liowever, was 
careful to rinse Hie niontli and tis'Hi 
with soda and water at once after: 
taking Hint nnionnt. 

Aiiotiier ronied.v is ammonia, whieti, ] 
if applied promptly and freely, will : 
enre almost any kind of a snake bite, i 
If the foot Is bitten, prepare a foot¬ 
bath of a quart of coal oil mixed with , 
a teaeuiifnl of salt. | 

This will also cure the bite of cop- j 
perheads. | 

Turpentine applit'd at once will j 
often cure snake bites. It absorlis j 
and deadens Hie poison. i

ANTIDOTE FOR CARBOLIC ACID. 

An EnKllahman Haa Tried Turpentine 
with Sneceee. 

A remarkable discovery haa appar¬ 
ently been made by a Dubliu veter¬ 
inary siirKeou named Allen, respecting 
uii antidote for carlwlic acid poisoning. 

Some time ago his attention was 
drawn to two horses whlcU were evi¬ 
dently suffering from poisoning. On 
examining one he noticed that the mu¬ 
cous surface of the mouth was blanch¬ 
ed, and that the animal was stagger¬ 
ing. There was a general twitching of 
the iniiseles, the eyes were staring and 
tile animal was rapidly assuming a 
comatose coudiUon. Jlr. Allen asked 
for some oil, linseed for iircfcrcncc, if 
any kind of oil that was liandy. Some 
was brought, and aliout Iwo wine 
glasses full administered to one of the 
aniiiml.s, tlie eflect being, to iiuotc tlie 
words of Mr. .Mien, miraculous. For 
me first time lie then noticed tliat tlie 
"oil” wliich liad been given to the 
liorso was tlie ordinary tiirpenline of 
eomnierce. So satislied was lie witli 
tile result that lie gave the second 
horse a dose, although at tlie time Uie 
animal was uiieoiiseioiis. In aliout leu 
minutes it recovered, and bolh horses 
wra-e at WHirk tin* next day as if noili 
iug had liappi'iied. 

N'ol long after this, by a iieeuliar eo- 
Ineideuee, .Mr. .Alien was asked to look 
at a hlacksmilli who after drinking a 
glass of sioiit, had beeome very ill. In 
llie forge the veb'rinary found (lie 
smitli in a eomlifioii of coma, a strong 
smell of carbolic acid iiervading the 
lircuiiscs. l ltiniatcly lie discovered Unit 
tile man Inul drunk out of tlie wrong 
vessel, and imbibed a solution of the 
acid Instead of tile stout. A doctor 
was at onei* sent for, lint, In tlie mean 
linn*. .Mr. .Mien administered a dose of 
turiK'ntini* tlnil lniii|iened to be on the 
premises, and tin* man not only <iulek- 
ly recovered, lint resumed his work 
within an liour.—I.ondon ’I'liiies.
